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TWENTY YEARS OF LAND RECLAMATION REVIEWED

[Text] The series of major steps taken by the Mongolian People's Revolu- 
tionary Party [MPRP] to develop the nation's agriculture have continually 
been realized. In 1959 the party held the third plenum and produced an 
historical resolution which occasioned a major transformation in the 
history of our country's agricultural development. The resolution pointed 
out: "The tasks in greatly developing our agriculture are to satisfy 

the national need for wheat flour and at the same time to secure the base 
in animal fodder while thoroughly implementing modern mechanization of 
agriculture and animal husbandry." 


At that time, the tasks of land reclamation and developing agriculture as 
directed by the party were glorious undertakings for our party and people. 
The Mongolian working people, under the leadership of the MPRP, with the 
magnanimous aid of the CPSU, government and people of the Soviet Union, 
victorously completed these tasks. 


From 1959 to 1961 the Soviet Union contributed 1,018 tractors, 448 combines 
and many trailers for our undertakings in land reclamation. Over 350 
Soviet experts personally participated in our land reclamation undertakings. 
While doing so they also made incalculable contributions in nurturing the 
skills of our own agricultural experts and machine technicians. 


Massive land reclamation and agricultural development have occasioned 
great transformations in the structure of our departments of agriculture 
and animal husbandry. Attendant upon the establishment of an independent 
department of agriculture, there was additionally established in the depart- 
ment of labor a new department of agriculture and animal husbandry products 
processing--a wheat and fodder plant. Many modern villages towered aloft 
in previously uninhabited places and the face of the countryside then took 
on a new appearance. This had major significance in the settling and 
civilizing of the working people. 








In the era after land reclamation the Soviet Union additionally provided 
our agricultural production with great numbers of various machines, tools 
and improved seeds. In the last 10 years alone the Soviet Union has 
provided us with 30,000 tons of unmixed improved seeds and almost 170,000 
tons of various fertilizers. 


The Soviet Union has been of enormous help in developing irrigation, which 
is a basic condition for accelerating growth in our department of agricul- 
ture . 


In addition to supplying us with the machinery necessary for soil improve- 
ment, during the last 4 years they have also sent the air force to help 
us in eliminating weeds and cleared weeds off a total of 429,200 hectares 
of land. 


During the last 10 years the Soviet Union has provided us with great help 
in yet another aspect by constructing 10 agriculture and animal husbandry 
machine repair stations and mechanized threshing facilities. Our country 
now has over 50 repair stations capable of repairing from 100 to 400 trac- 
tors and has 26 mechanized threshing facilities capable of threshing 20 to 
40 tons of wheat in one hour. There also are granaries with a capacity 

of nearly 100,000 tons of grains. 


In 1976 during the 1lth plenary session of the party's central committee 
there was a directive that in the sixth 5-year plan another 230,000 hectares 
of wasteland were to be reclaimed. Our workers accepted this task with 
great enthusiasm. During the second land reclamation movement the glorious 
youth of our nation performed a leading role. As before, the Soviet Union 
provided great technological and economic aid. For example, during the 
second land reclamation movement, of the nine agricultural and animal 
husbandry state farms constructed, five were built with Soviet aid. 


During the smooth operations in carrying out the work of land reclamation 
and building agricultural and animal husbandry state farms, the task of 
reclaiming and cultivating 261,000 hectares of land as directed by the 
party was completed during the first 3 years of the sixth 5-year plan. 


The abovementioned aid provided by the Soviet Union is true international 
aid and given solely in order to increase production of our farm and 
animal husbandry products and to raise the living standards of our people.

"Stages of Growth"; first two paragraphs are editorial introduction] 


[Text] On 26 November it will be 55 years since the 
proclamation of the Mongolian People's Republic [MPR]. 
Over these years fraternal Mongolia has accomplished 
the transition from feudalism to socialism. In the 
lifetime of one generation the Mongolian people have 
traversed an entire era: from tallow lamps to power 
stations, from burning dung for fuel to mining coal, 
from home-made spindles to automatic weaving looms. 


D. Sodnom, deputy chairman of the MPR Council of 
Ministers and chairman of the State Planning Commission 
gave an account of the MPR's development: and cooperation 
with the Soviet Union and other CEMA member countries. 


Thanks to the consistent implementation of the MPRP's economic policy and 
cooperation with the Soviet Union and other CEMA countries, remarkable 
successes have been achieved in the development of the MPR's economy and 
culture. In the period 1940-1978 alone the national economy's fixed 

capital increased 15-fold, the generation of national income increased
